TO BE HEARD AGAIN 


‘The most popular event for the night 
of July 28th., in Wilmington, may well 
be a hearing before the Board of 
Appeals. 

‘The board, this week, consented to 
a second hearing of the controversial 
case for land on Salem Street, where 
the Sons of Italy propose to build a 
clubhouse. 

And the Appeal Board, instead of 
holding the hearing in the Town Hall 
Annex, will hold it in the Town Hall, 
because of the crowd expected 

Last year the Board of Appeals ruled 
that the Sons of Italy may build a 
clubhouse on land which it owns, near 
the Wilmington Tewksbury line, after 
a hearing in which there were pro- 
tests from neighbors. The case im-

mediately became controversial, and 
Attorney Fred Corum was engaged 
to dispute the case in court. 

Last April Justice Alan J. Diamond 
of the Superior Court ruled that the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals had 
not complied with the statutes, when 
if made its decision, and a month 
later he made a further ruling that 
the Board of Appeals, could, in its 
wisdom, have another hearing, if it 
so wished, 

The twelve acres of land owned by 
the Sons of Italy is zoned for resi- 
dential purposes. It extends back 
some distance from Salem Street, 
almost to the end of Marjorie Road, 
which is entered from Main Street,

Blacksmith Shop 


(continued from last week) 


One might presume that Asa Sheldon 
was a supporter of Fremont, because 
of the horse's name - but perhaps he 
bought the horse from someone else 
who had so named him. 

Back in the 1830's there was talk of 
cutting down one of the three hills of 
Boston. and filling a large marshland 
of the Charles River, a place known 
as Back Bay. 

‘The hill was Pemberton Hill, and 
Asa Sheldon got the contract to cut 
it down Boston contractors, who 
used horses to draw their carts. 
could not meet the price that Asa 
offered - and scoffed at his proposed 
use of oxen to draw the carts. The 
oxen, they said. could not work on 
the pavements of Boston streets - 
they were all right in the country. 
but for the city - no. 

But Asa used oxen. He had twenty 
five span (pairs) at one time. and he 
shod those oxen so they could work 
on the paved streets of Boston. 

Asa cut down Pemberton Hill. eight 
acres of land, for a minimum depth 
of fourteen feet. He tells about it in 
his book, and the land that he took 
off Pemberton Hill is called Back 
Bay. today 

He had to have a blacksmith shop. to 
keep those oxen shod. and to keep the 
wagons and carts in good running con- 
dition, so he built one. just about 
where Pemberton Square is. in Bos- 
ton, today. 

He hired two blacksmiths. to do the 
work. and one of them was named 
John W. Perry. a man from Charles- 
town. 

When the work of cutting down Pem- 
berton Hill was successfully com- 
pleted, Asa hitched up some of his 
‘oxen to the blacksmith shop, and 
put some wheels under it. Then he 
brought his blacksmith shop home. 
and set it up for business 

John W. Perry came along. and was 
the blacksmith. His son. John S. Per- 

ry took over after his father 

The Perry family lived in the old 
farmhouse next door - the place where

house and 70 acres of land, when the 
Perry estate was sold, back about 
1903, for $700. The 70 acres is now 
Aveo. In recent years the home, 
which dated back to perhaps 1697, be- 
came the victim of the arsonist’s 
torch. 

John S. Perry, the second of the two 
blacksmiths to bear the Perry name, 
lived in the big house on Church St., 
near Mill Brook, which is now the 
home of the Fortunata family, He 
used the trolley cars to go to work, 
trolleys .which came from Woburn 
through Wilmington Square, and had 
a toute down Church Street and Wild- 
wood Street to Perry's Corner, and 
return, 


‘That trolley car line was construc- 
ted just before the Spanish American 
War, and among the incidents of the 
construction was the cutting down of 
Bear Oak, on Wildwood Street, about 
45 feet from Maple Meadow Brook 
Herbert C. Barrows was one of those 
who cut down that venerable tree, to 
make way for the trolley line 

John would take the trolley to work 
go home (at least sometimes) for 
lunch, and return to work again on 
the trolley, and then, when the day's 


work was completed, again doara 
the trolley to go home for his nights’ 
rest 

There were times when business 
was so heavy that he went home on 
the last trolley, - about 10:30 pm 
and this sometimesday after day 

Horses. of course, horses to be 
shod, and to have their winter spikes. 
were the reason. There were, near- 
ly always, half a dozen horses tied up 
to the rail fence that ran along Wo- 
burn Street, from the Blacksmith 
Shop to what recent residents called 
the Barrows home, and sometimes the 
wait would be for three hours, until 
the horse could get his new shoes. 

Just to be certain, John would go out, 
or send his helper, to remove one of 
the shoes of each of the waiting hor- 
ses. In that way he knew that the cus- 
tomers could not leave until the horse 
had had his newly fitted shoes. 

Winter time always meant winter 
shoes for the horses - they were not 
so called, though. It was better des- 
cribed as ‘spikes’ which were added

have sure footing on the icy roads

EXIT THE 
MILDRED ROGERS SCHOOL, 


The Mildred H Rogers School on 
Grove Avenue is no more. The build- 
ing still stands, but no more will 
there be children sitting in obedient 
rows, in the classrooms. 

It is now the office of the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board, and of the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission, 
but not, as was planned, of the Wel- 
fare Department. That department 
is to locate elsewhere in Wilmington 

Thus once more change comes to 
the little field and the buildings there- 
on, located on the west side of Silver 
Lake. 

Seventy years ago the Boston Ice 
Company had ice houses on this field, 
with a railroad track connecting to 
the Boston & Maine. Forty-five years 
ago an out-door dance floor was the 
focal point for young people sum- 
mering at the lake. Thirty five years 
ago. in the depths of the depression, 
@ lemporary structure was erected 
to house the primary pupils in the 
Silver Lake area. 

This was known as the Silver Lake 
Portable School. It later was con- 
verted into a bath house, and eventu- 
ally was torn down. A permanent 
school was erected about 1935 and 
for some years the two schools fun- 
‘tioned as the Silver Lake School. © 


During most of this time, Miss Mil- 
dred Rogers of Lowell served, first 
as a teacher and later as a principal 
of the school. Her service was termi- 
nated by her death in the Cocoanut 
Grove holocaust in Boston, in Novem- 
ber, 1942. 

In that same fire four Wilmington 
brothers perished: Henry, Wilfred, 
James and John Fitzgerald, ranging 
in age from 29 to 40 years. All, in- 
cluding Miss Rogers, were part of a 
party, composed of B&MRR employees 
attending a Boston College football 
victory party. 

Henry, who was home on leave from 
the Armed Services. was the immed- 
iate cause of the celebration for the 
Fitzgerald group. 

What kind of person was Mildred 
Rogers? To quote from the Report of 
the Superintendent of Schools (Stephen

from Normal School in Lowell and 
spent all of her teaching days in the 
same building at Silver Lake. For the 
greater part of the time she was the 
principal of the building and later was 
the “principal in charge of the two 
buildings when the new building was 
built. She was highly efficient in her 
official capacity, showing a great 
capacity for cooperation with both 
both officials and parents. Her stand- 
ing in the community -in which she 
taught was enviable.

I read with dismay of the Tree De- 
partment's plans to “fog spray” for 
mosquitoes and oak skeletonizers 
through the rest of the summer. 

The assumption is that because 
Malathion is a low toxic pesticide it 
is therefore “‘safe” is both compla- 
cent and false. There is no such thing 
as a safe pesticide. 

Malathion even in very small quanti- 
ties is deadly to honey bees - essen- 
tial for pollination. Along with the 
mosquitoes it also kills the dragon 
flies which feed on mosquito larva 

Tiny droplets of diesel oil on the 
feathers of small birds can work its 
way into their bodies and kill them. 
Wilmington’s bird population has al- 
ready dwindled alarmingly! 

As for the skeletonizers, they are 
driven out of the trees by the thou- 
sands onto every blade of grass, leaf 
and pine needle in sight. We are told 
to destroy whatever they have fallen 
on. How? By burning? It is now against 
the law to burn leaves anywhere in 
the state. 

If this irresponsible and dangerous 
spraying is not stopped soon so that 
the birds will return, I fear that 
Rachel Carson's ‘‘Silent Spring’’ may 
very will be here within the next 
couple of years.

‘There was whist too - not the bridge
